Crylnjr "Work or Bread" the Mob 
Attacks the Farliameat 
Honse. ' '"^ 



iui^secl ^After Severe 
teetldn of Troops. 



St. Jouns, Nild., Jan. 8 —Disorder pre- 
vailed here all day, and it is nothlDR short 
of a miraolo that serious bloodshed was 
averted. The unemployed early this morn- 
ing marched to tho man of-war Tourmaline, 
whose captain yesterday asserted that) he 
would ose bis influence with the authorities 
in obtaining relief, but when the crowd 
appeared he referred them tu the Governor. 
Distippointed and exasperated, tho men 
marched toOovornmentHou8e,|whero adepu- 
tation waited upon tho executive. The latter 
informed them that tho government was 
oonsider.jg moaauroa of relief, and advised 
them to cull upon tho city roBresontatives 
for their immediate wants; The mob then 
wontto^iho loginlntivo buildings but wero 
rofuaed'' admiaaion. They buret open tho 
doora and surged into the corridors. Tho 
police wero overwhelmed and forced to re- 
tiro. The police reaervos wore summoned 
and managed to ejeet the intruders. 
2^In the afternoon the crowd returned to 
Government House. The Governor said bo 
was powerless to act withoutthe oo-operation 
of the ministry. Tho crowd ones more made 
its way to the legislative buildings. The 
hour of the oonvenlng of the eession was 
near at hand. The doors wore barricaded 
and the whole available police force were 
stationed around the building. Soon 
the whole of the gronnda waa 
a solid mass of humanity in 
in tho midst of whioh floated a largo fitg 
bearing oonspiouously the words "Work or 
Bread," while the mob, seeing that no at- 
tention waa being pain to its demands, 
made a rush for the doors. The police were 
powerless to stem the tide of the infuriated 
mass, and many officers were injured. 
Finally Premier Greene appeared on the 
balcony, and in a speech expressed regret 
at the condition of the colony and tho desti- 
tution prevailing. He promised that em- 
ployment) would be given within three 
days, and begged tho crowd to have pationoo 
and confidence in tho govornmont. He 
promiaed to rcaign If work waa not provided 
within tho time epeoified. 

The crowd told him plainly that they 
would break into the atoroa and get food. 
Marching down into the city the rioters 
made an attack upon varioua premises. 
Presently a largo force of police appeared on 
the aoBne and drove tho mob away after a 
severe struggle, during whioh tho police 
were forced to draw their swords in aelf- 
defence. A body of mounted police arrived 
shortly afterwards, and the combined forces 
managed to keep the crowd at bay until 
darkness ome, whon the rioters dispersed. 
IToar of tho loadera have been arrested. A 
guard from H.M.U. Tourmaline is doing 
patrol duty in front of the priooipal build- 
ings, as it is feared that other raids may be 
attempted during the night. 

London, Jon. 8 — To-morrow's Morning 
Poat will advocate the appointment of a 
royal commisjion to inquire into the whole 
system of flnanoe and political administra- 
tion in Newfoundland. 

The owners of the Allan Line have 
written to the Times offering the use of 
their Liverpool or Glasgow offices for the 
transmission to St. Jobna of any donations 
of food, clothing or money to alleTiate the 
distress in Newfoundland. The oontribu- 
tions must be sent before January 12, when 
tho Assyrian, the last direot steamer of the 
season, will leaye Glasgow, or before 
January 15, when the last direot steamer 
sails from Liverpool. 

AGAINST FOREIGN BEEF- 

liondon Moat Traders Protest That Anicrlcaus 
Seek to Control Loudon's Ueat 
Supply. 

London, Jan. 8.— A mass meeting of Lon- 
don meat traders was held this evening to 

protest against the combined attempt of 
American shlppora of refrigerated boof to 
reduce the ouatomary allowance to the trade 
of a pound per quarter. Sir A. K. Uolilt, 
member of parliament for the South Division 
of Islington, presided. The speakera main- 
tained that it waaau old custom to allow the 
retailer one pound per quarter to meet 
tho loss Buatainnd by shrinkage in woight 
between the time of buying and the time 
of eelling. American importers acquieecad 
in tho custom until recently, when they gove 
notice of ihoir intdnlion to slop the allow- 
oncB. Resolutions were adopted by the 
mooting to tho cfTec; that American Import- 
era uimtd to capture tho control of vhomoat 
Bupply of London, and that unlosa their at- 
tunipt waa reaisted they would raise tho coat 
of food to tho public. Wholoaalo and re- 
tail tradora are of tho opinion that prompt 
meaaurea are noceasary, and thoy pledge 
themsolvoB to carry out whatever moaauroa 
may be jointly decided upon by the commU- 
teea of the Butohers' Society and the Cen- 
tral Meat Market Aasoolation.

JAPANESE BEAVBEY. . 

Premier Ito Proud of the Army SSS Nary 
and of the Loyalty of the Nation. 

LoNtON, Jan. 8 — A Central News dis- 
patch from lekio says that Premier Ito, 
speaking in the Japanese obamber of depu- 
ties yesterday, ^eolared that the victories 
,oL the Japanese over the Chinese were due 
'to 'the bravery and loyalty of the 
army and navy, supported by the 
loyalty and unanimity of tho people of 
tho nation. He felt honored, he said, 
to ooonpy tho position ot Prime Minister at 
so important a period in the country's hia- 
tory. In view of the necessary war 
measures. Premier Ito said the budget 
would deal only with a few other urgent 
matters. When the war should be con- 
cluded, he said, the government would sub- 
mit a number of useful measures, bnt in the 
meantime only most urgent questions would 
be oonaidered. 

The ** Timea " bears from its oorrespond- 
ent in Fekin that the Chinese peace envoy 
to Japan had a farewell andienoe with the 
Emperor. Japan refnaea to oonolude an 
armiatioe. Mr. Denby, tho United States 
Minieter, believes that the preaent negotia- 
tions will be frnitlesB, as the Japanese will 
withhold the terms until their army shall 
have ocoupied Pekin.

A TRAGEDY OF THE NORTH. 



The Dead Body of William UcGarrte 
Found Under Strongrly Suspi- 
elons Clrcnmstances. 



Tavo Bullet Holes in the Head Indi- 
cate the Uanner of His 
Death. 

Meagre news was received yeaterday, by 
the retnrn of the steamer Thistlo, of a 
second terrible tragedy at Shooabartie bay, 
tho scene In. October last of the frightful 
landslide by which Wm. Kipling, loat bia 
life and two other merobem of the Common- 
wealth colony received serions injuries. 
The victim on this second occasion was Wm. 
McGarria, a well-known Irishman, who for 
some time past had been a resident of the 
North, He waa found sometime about New 
Year's day lying dead in hia cabin, two bul- 
let holes in his head indicating the manner 
of hia death. 

The Indiana assert that MoGarrio waa 
foully murdered. Their reasons and tho 
details of the case are not yet known. Mo- 
Garrie had been in tho empley of the colony 
for some little time and had an Indian wife. 

On the homeward trip Captain Langley 
learned that the missionary steamer Glad 
Tidings bad proceeded to Shooshartie to re- 
ceive the body and convey it to Alert Bay, 
where the inquest will probably be held. 
It is from this point that definite news of 
the tragedy may be expected by tho steamer 
Unnnbe, wnioh will Boon be due. 

The Thistle on the present trip brought 
to Victoria 3^ carloads of halibut, three 
carloads of which will be forwarded to Bos- 
ton and other Eastern markets via the 
N P.R. The remainder of tho cargo is for 
local consumption. 



TDKKISH ATR0UIT1E8 DENIED. 

England Called Upon to UlBtivow Mr. Glad- 
stone's Recent Speech. 

Washin'iitok, Jan. 8. — Official coiKmuni- 
oationa from Conatantinoplo continue to 
deny the correotneaa of tho reports of tho 
Turkish atrocities in Armenia. The state- 
ments, it ia said, are so numerous and 
shockingly erroneous that it ia impoasible 
to answer them all. " It ia not true 
that the Governor of Bitlas recruit- 
ed soldiera amongst the Kurds. It la not 
true that women and children wore mae- 
snored. On the contrary, they wero pro- 
tected by the soldiery. All cattle wore 
also roatituted to their owners in con- 
tormiiy with strict orders from tho British 
au'hoiitiea. Tho aaaertlon niado that 
twtnty-four villiigea wero burned ia pro- 
poatcroua, aa no twouty-four villagoa aro to 
bo found round about the place whoro tho 
revolt first broke out." 

London, Jan. 8 — Tlio Standard's oor- 
rospondont in Ccnstantinople says : — 
" The Sultan has formolly applied to Great 
Britain to diaavow Mr. Gladatono's recent 
speech with reference to Armenia' Kngland, 
Franco and Rusaia have asked the 
Porte to auapend the Governor of BltUa 
until tho Inveetigation haa been concluded. 
The Porto has not rpplied. It ia believed 
that the Porte will endeavor to maintain the 
governor in bia post."

CABLE ITEMS. 

French Troops Ambushed In West 
Africa— Important BeJiriao Mis- 
sion on tlie Eongfo. 



English Snow Storms— Tim fiealy 
Uaa No Intention to Found 
a Third Party. - 



London, Jan. 8.— At tho French cabinet 
oouncil yesterday M. Delasee, minis- 
ter of the colonies, announced that 
he had received a oommunioatioa 
from Col. Montoil, in command of tho 
French troops In Western Africa, say- 
ing that on Deoemhor 13 a column formed 
to protf ct Hong against Chief Samory waa 
ambushed by Samory'a men. Six sharp- 
shooters wero killed, including two officers. 
Tho enemy, however, was driven off with 
heavy losses, 

Advices from Madagascar, under date of 
December 24, say that the Hovas sacked 
the Ambdr mountain sanitarlnm, near Diego 
Suaro. 

Captain Chaltin, who fought the Arnba 
on tho Aruwbimi, haa been entmated by 
icing Leopold with an important mission to 
tho Upper Kongo. He will be accompanied 
by two officers and several civilians. 

There was a panic at Delagoa Bay last 
evening, owing to tho Mabazulis and Sin- 
laslas people atticking the loyal Matollas 
and advancing on the town. Armed troops 
oro now reoonnoitering in tho vicinity of 
Louren/.a Marquoz. 

It in semi'Ofiioially denied that the Italian 
troops were defeated near Kastala, Egypt, 
by dervishes, aa intimated in a Paris dia- 
patoii. 

Severe snowstorma have Impodcd traffic 
in diflfuront parts of tho United Kingdom. 
In the west division there is three feet of 
anow. 

Tim Healy denies that he Intends to 
found a third Iriah party, or to oppose tho 
re-election of Justin McCarthy or other 
nationalist leaders. 

The Paris property of Dr. Cornelius Herz, 
the Panama canal lobbyist, was sold at auc- 
tion for about §300.000. 

Monte Carlo receipts for the laat half-year 
show a declino of $400,000 as compared 
with those of the prcvioua year. 

The London police last year burled sixty- 
six bodies which wore never identified. 

The l,000;h performance of Gounod's 
Faust in Paris was celebrated recently at 
the Grand Opera. 

The erection of a great reservoir in Up- 
per Egypt is an assured fact. The work 
will be begun this apring. 

Two hundred French cities are erecting 
statues to Carnot, . 

In Florence, Italy, the Salvation Army 
has doB3 a great work. 

A SUNDAY SESSION. 

The V. S. ConereiB Likely to Sit All meht 
Into Sunday, Hareh 8. 

Washington, Jan. 8. — The provision of 
the constitution that congress shall adjourn 
sine die at noon on March 4, has occasion- 
ally compelled the statesmen to close up 
their bualneas on Sunday. Such will be tho 
case this year, for March 3 falls on Sunday, 
and congress will probably remain in ses- 
sion all Saturday night. On Sunday morn- 
ing, if time ia not too preaaing, a recess will 
be taken until 3 or 4 o'clock in tho after- 
noon, whon the journal will show by apiece 
of legislative fiction, that tho senate again 
convened as of the date of Saturday. From 
Sunday afternoon both branches of congress 
will doubtless remain in contlnuoua session 
until noon of the following day. This was 
the case at tho close of the fiftieth Con- 
gress, during Harrison's administration, and 
also at the close of the short session during 
Hayes' adminiitration. 

POLITICAL BEAOTION. 

The British Government Not Unlikely to Be 
Defeated at the Opening of the 
Session. 

London, Jan. 8. — Sir John Long, an "ad- 
vanced Liberal " me-nber of parliament, 
said in a apeooh in Dundee this evening that 
a wave of political reaction had sot in in 
Groat Britain, and that it was possible that 
upon tho reasBombling of parliament the dla. 
ruptivo tondoncica of iho Liberal party 
would bring about a Govornmont defeat and 
tho diasolution of Parliament. Mr. Edmond 
Robortaon, Liberal member of parliament, 
who apoko at tho aamo meeting, said ho 
v;aH authorized to stato that the govern- 
ment would begin the aesaion with a busi- 
nosB-like programnio and would not throw 
up tho Bpongo until defeated in the House 
of Commone. 



MAJ0B-6ENERAL HBBBBBT 

will Shortly Cease to Occupy the Position of 

Commander of the Canadian 
UlUtla, 

Ottawa, Jan. 8. — Major-Gonoral Herbert 
will in a few days coaso to occupy tho poai- 
tion of commander of tho militia in Canada. 
At the time of hla indisoretlon in snspend- 
ing Adjutant-General Powell, daring tho 
last eession of parliament, it is said he 
handed in his resignation, and it haa since 
remained under consideration of the govern- 
ment.

The weather, for 
acme time when the ooloaiats first came here 
waa exceptionally unfavorable ; worse than 
it haa been for years, so the old eottlera tell 
na, but iho air has been pure and mild and 
the olimate vory agreeable to tbe most of tho 
newoomers, if not to all. For two wooka or 
more there haa been vory nice weather, 
thongh the thermometer at one time, De- 
oember 2, was down to 14 ° . 

Tho aettlera are busy building houses, and 
mtfuy of these are completed. They will 
■ooD be comfortably aettled for the winter, 
A few of the coloniata, who did not find 
Bella Coola anttable, have gone back, 
bat the people here now think wall of the 
valley. A road is needed to make things 
easier. That here ia a fertile aoil ia certain, 
heyond a doubt, to judge from the vogc- 
tablea ond fruit ralaed. The river dota 
some damage to the land when it is high 
water, bub that will be stopped to a groat 
■eztenb when aome of the many log jama are 
«nt looie and the water allowed free passage.

Mr. J. Keith- WUaon on the Beralts of the 
Case, Toeethec With .fertlnent 
Dooaments. 

Mr, J. Keith- Wllaon being aaked by a 
CoLOMisT reporter for partionlari of tho 
Sorby claim on tho city for James Bay 
plans,; referred the inquirer to hie latter 
in the'evening pj^per, which ia herewith ro- 
prnduood : 

To THi; EniTon :— Tho plalntifif la going to 
appeal the above oaao. That ia what he 
aaya in laat Saturday's Times. 

The apparent object of that communica- 
tion was to jirejuuico tho defendants' case 
in tho eyes of tho public ; perhaps you will 
thoroforo allov/ mo space in your columna to 
do \\ with tho matter. 

Tho facta of the case are oimplo enough. 
Tho city lidvertiaed for plana for a per- 
manent roadway aoroae Jamea bay. A 
largo number of plans were received at the 
oily hall, and tho council appointed a speoial 
oonunitteo— all exports, by tbe way— to ad- 
judicate upon them. 

Their dooieion waa " that neither of the 
designs submitted are entillod to bo awarded 
a prize." Ab tho samo time they stated 
" that one particular plan ranked first in 
merit," bub " thab neitlior of the designs 
fulfil tho opocial requirements." 

Tho report of that technical committoo 
having boon received and adopted by tho 
council settled the question. It ia there- 
fore inexplicable that certain members of 
the committee should now try and go back 
upon tho original report, more especially 
sinoo the Hon. Sir Joseph W. Trutoh, a dis- 
tinguished member cjf that committee, had 
meanwhile left tho country. 

So far from there being any doubt as to 
the justness of the decision of tho com- 
mittee, their judgment is more than justi- 
fied by the recent trial, which throw Mr. 
Sorby's claim ont on more grounds than one. 

Personally I have no desire to injure Mr. 
Sorbj profeaaionnlly or otberwiao, even 
though he has picked me out for ridicule, 
but as an alderman my duty ia to protect 
the city, and, moreover, I oonaider every 
competitor as mnoh entitled to remunoratlou 
as ho Is, and I think it would not be difficult 
to prove this aSFertion. 

That tho public may judge of tho merita 
of the caao from tho only and original docu- 
ments in possession of tho council, I here- 
with give you copies and extracts bearing 
on tho whole (luestion, excepting the en 
gineor's profile of site, which, of course, I 
cannot give, but it may be seen at tho olty 
hall by all persona iuterosted in the matter. 
Ibis profile, I may state, gives full moasuro- 
ments of high and low water, so that any 
one who understood hia buaineaa and cared 
to take tho trouble could eaaily estimate on 
the foundation.

LET THE PDBLIU DECIDE. 

To THE Editou:— The Times is hystorloal 
in double-leaded type over the Attorney 
Qeneral'a bill for the better government of 
citiea. Ib is ambitious to create an excite- 
ment and stimulate an agitation by the 
patty simalatlon of IndlgnatioB— over what' 
The bill in question was annoanoed in the 
speech from the throne. Tbe bill itself has 
been in tbe hands of the pnblio for several 
weeks and has passed ita first and second 
readings ; and the Times has suddenly 
awakened aa if to an impending danger. It 
is proposed, as I understand it, to permit 
tho various cities of the province, by a ma 
jority vote, and their eyes open, to aaaumo 
another form of govoruiiienl. Tho coudi- 
llcns which govern its taking efTeob are 
similar to those governing the passing of a 
money by law, and yet tho Times fears that 
tho people may choose to accept tho remedy 
offered them. We have botoro ua tho re 
cord of years by wbioh to judge of tho pre 
sent system. Those upon whoao shoulders 
the burdens imposed rest aro to bo tho 
judges as to whether Ib should be continued 
or changed. Is it to bo feared that they 
will unequivocally condemn tho present 
form of government by acoopting onothor ? 
If BO there could not be a atronger argu 
ment in favor of their making tho trial, and 
the Times' perturbation cannot but arise 
out of a belief thab that very tbing may 
happen if the people are s,IIowed an oppor 
tunlty to expreaa themaelvea. 

It ia nob a flattering tribute to popular 
government to pre-auppoae that thoae whose 
interests are at stake are not to be trnsted 
to choose for themselves. Ib ia paradozloai 
in the extreme bo take such a poaition. The 
principle of the bill Involvea voluntariness, 
It la tbe object of tbe TImea to prevent any 
freedom of choice, and this is vory apparent 
when in arrogant language It saya : " Tho 
meeting whioh Hia Worablp haa called 
MUHTvoIoe tho aentimentaof the oommnnlly 
in plain and unmistakoablo language." 
" Must" is a strong term for auoh a weak- 
ling aa tho Times to use, Those at the 
meeting may apeak for themsclvea, bub the 
" community " will bo oxcuaed from oilow 
Ing sentiments to bo dictated to them ell'

Tlie oontrftob was between the direotcrs 
of the oonpany and Kli Beam, the contraot- 
or, to whom the goods (ohitfly iron work) 
were aupplied. The oontraot waa fo r $10. - 
210, payuhlo in instalnionta. Thefiratpa>- 
ment was To per codC. of iho ralue of woik 
done and mutoriala aupplied, and tho aub- 
sequent p»yment8 wore to be made monthly 



ftC tho aarao rate until the whole S10,'21O waa 
piid. 

la the cmtrao' waa a provision tlmt in 
each case of such payments a c°rlilijoto 
Elittll ba obtained from and sinned by Thoa. 
Hooper, tho architect of tho company, that 
tho woik has boon done in Etrlol acDordanoo 
wlkh drawings and spccificationa ai. d that 
ke ooBsidora Iho payinout properly duo," 
and a oortifioate from the clerk of tho oliico 
fj^ reoording Iters that no iteiia or olaims 
Hfi' recorded af^&Iosti tho works or ou uc 
count at the laid contraotor followed by this 
provlaion (evidently not prepared by a pro- 
foaaioDul man ) ''Nuiilier ahall there be 
aoy legal or lawful olnima againat tho oon- 
traotor in any manner from any aouroo 
whatever for work or mttteriala furoishcd on 
said works." 

And then tho uau.il provision for produc- 
tion of ft paid up pay roll to tho grant of tho 
arohiteot'a oortiticalo. 

If eflfect wore to bo given to the WOrda in 
Inverted commas, practically the arohlteot 
would be coticorned ia every oontraot for all 
the goods BU[)[)lied. 

Tuia could uot havo boon tho intention of 
the oontraot, beo»uao it would of itself in- 
directly create at once privity of contract 
between the suppliers and tho ownera all 
through tho oontraot and would enable tho 
ownera to bo sued directly by tho suppliers. 

In his evidence the contruo'or wenn u long 
wuy in that direction, for ho scorned to 
think that every one who supplied maleriala 
must Srat como and have an underataudirg 
with him as to tho isauu of tho cortificaio 
before he delivered any auppliea. Ho did 
not certainly advance thia aa a propoaitiun ; 
but diatinotly implied that if the anppliera 
had come to him first he would not have 
loat hia money. 

A practice Uko thia would reiot diaaa- 
troualy on the progreaa of the work and 
fetter uupplier, contraotor and owner in 
working out the contract. 

It would he a very poor substitute for the 
ordinary and only proper plan, In oaae of 
donbt, of taking proper bonds from the con- 
traotor for the due performanoe of hia oon- 
traot. 

Another objaotion raised was, that there 
waa no proof that the claim had been 
brought to the notice of the owner and no 
privity between anpplier and owner. 

But ooroplisnoe with the provisiona of the 
act — the aoasptanoe of the work and 
materials by the arobiteob on owner's be- 
half and the direct benefit (vide the inter- 
pretation olauae) to the owner by the 
matoriala or machinery being placed in the 
building aupply all the privity and oonaent 
necaaaary for the validity of the lion. 

However, in thia oaae, tho reault of the 
evidence on my mind ia, that the 
goods in queation were all aupplied 
to tho contraotor for the purpoae 
of the oontrict aa charged by the 
Albion Iron Works Company, and aro now 
all used with the knowledRO of and approved 
by the architect in the cnnstructlon of tho 
building on bahalf of thn owners. 

On the 28th Aaguat, lS9-t, Beam gave np 
tho contract to bo finiahod by tho ownera 
according to the ternia of the contract (vide 
Hooper's evidence ) 

Only 75 per cant, of tho work done and 
mueriala aupplied (among the latter, thoao 
of the plaintifVO had been paid for to tho 
contractor— only $3,719 45 in all, at tho 
time he gave up tho contract. 

When tho architect Bays Boam haa been 
piid in full, hie evidence us a wholo gives tho 
court to understand that Beam waa only 
then entitled to receive 75 per cent, of tho 
value (Hooper's own valuatiou) of the work 
done and miUtrU a aupplied, and that, hav- 
ing received that, lie coubidered Beam paid 
in full. That would bo a dangerous prin- 
ciple to apply if that woro tho proper con- 
atrnction. Bat the arohiteot forgota that 
the oontraot ia etill continued by tho owners, 
who are, aa far as auppliea -are ooncerned, 
atill retaining iu their handaZS per cent, of 
the work oopaid for, end the material, too, 
(they "have their cake and havo eaten it," 
too), and have under the contract, according 
to tho ovldenoe, quoad hoc, taken the place 
of tho contractor. Thia 25 per cent, (if I 
read the oontraot right) would have hod to 
bo paid over to tho contractor if ho had 
only continued tho work to completion, and 
is still, I think, an open sum ; subject, of 
course, to any duly registered lien ; the 75 
per cent, being considered a payment on 
uoiiount. 

Kut then cornea tho question raiaed by do- 
fendant'a counsel— was it a duly registered 

lien -i 

Under lha decluinn in Hagarty v. (irant, 
2 B. C. reportH, purt 1, which, noHvith- 
standinc thu coutontion of tho lenrnud coun- 
r,ol for tho dcfeudantf , I consider Ih a oaao 
iu point. The point hero In dispute must 
bo decided upon tho linea of the lion aot of 
1888, not the act of liiOl, which aa counsel 
rightly contended duea not make " m»te 
rlola" the subjoct of a lien. 

I consider also i h it Iho materials included 
in the aot of ISSS aro not confined aa he 
seemed to think to matoriula ou which tho 
ptraon claiminR a lien has himself worked, 
but extend tn materials such as those horo 
supplied which wore Indipeneiblo to tho 
oonatruction of tho building. 

The nfBdavIt niakia the lien. If that aub- 
atanllally complies with the intention of the 
aot (the other requirements as in thia caae 
having been duly complied with and not 
contested) tho lien will be good. 

I say Bubatantially, for the aot of 1891, 
section 2.3, line 12, calls for an afBdavIt 
" stating in subatanoe," eto, 

Tho n quirements for auoh an afflnavlt 
under tho act as aot forth In aeotton 23 and 
eub aoctlons are aa follows, "stating in sub- 
stanco " ; 

(a) . Tho name and residence of the con- 
tractor. Tho affidavit gives the name — the 
reaidonos of a man who had left the country 
presumably to avoid hia credllora could not 
bo given— and the law doea not compel tho 
impoaalble or tho u9oleas. 

(b) . Tho particulars of the materials or 
machinery furnished. 

Those tho sffidnvit famtshea In more than 
ample detail, 
(0). (Cho time when the vork woi finlahed 



or dlscimtlnued or"'(ln the". alternatlvi ) tho 
laatattioie of the materials or machinery 
delivered. 

Thin alao the nffidavitgivfls with aufhcient 
partloulari'y. It atatea tho goods detailed 
were " dulivorert "and'glves the last .date of 
dolivory— to anyone wbo looko at the list 
and roads io in the ordiosry common sense, 
by which all euoh "writings are to be oon- 
srruod, aa the '«24>h of August, 1894," 
" f) firatingH fo , 83.50; 12 ventilator grat- 
Uifii, pto • S:i (10 ; and 5 ventilator gratings, 
etc , ?3.i50 " 

(J) I! the li'in la for matoriala or ma- 
ohiutry, that tho same were purchased for 
tho work, or improvementa in question, and 
were delivered on tho ground for that pur- 
pose 

That all these rcquiroments wore fulQUed 
ia cloarly to bo gathered from the affidavit 
itself, to which my immodiato obaervationa 
are confined. Tho iron work supplied, in 
onaracter and quantities, was suitable for 
exactly that building on whioh Baftm waa 
employed as contraotor. 

Ttioy were supplied to him aa auch con- 
tractor, and until delivered on the ground 
could not bo charged against him as auch 
contractor. From these and other portions 
of tho uflidavit tho irresistible inferouco 
from tho atiidavit alone to me, us a jury, is 
that this aub section has been substantially 
complied with. 

Tho next sub section, thit tho aililavit 
must thow " tho sum claimed to ba owing 
and when duo," 

That information iu speoifloally given in 
paragraph 5 of tho affidavit as $286 89 due 
on tho 2oth August, 1894. Lastly, the 
description of the property and intoroat or 
Iric to be charged. 

That ia given very parbtoukrly In para- 
Rvupha (1) and (6) of the affidavit, whioh de- 
(ino tho lot as olty lot 369, of whiol the de- 
fendants aro therein deaorlbed aa the " own- 
era," which, of course, in that connection 
aro to ba taken under the i;ener»l intt-rpro- 
tation of statutoB— In the ordinary sense of 
tho word ub owners iu fee. 

But that is not m Uorial for aupposing tho 
kind and degree of ownership aot down too 
largo or too small, tho last four lines of sec- 
tion 4 protoot the owner by muking only 
hia actual interest in tho property respun- 
tiblo. 

And here I must remark that in ail forma 
attached to acta, even tax acts and 
othera, which aro to bo c.TLia:ruod 
strictly— if tho full senao to be guthcrod 
from them aa a wholo ia in aouord- 
anoe with tho meaning and intention of 
tho act — tho purpose of tho act is suiliciontly 
complied with — forma are not iutoinled to 
bo iron-bound, and still leaa la it the inten- 
tion of tho legislature that thoy should bo- 
come trapa to catch the unwary, or in fact 
any peraona for whose benefit an act ia ex- 
preaaly intended. For the reasons given I 
consider the affidavit on whioh the Hen ia 
founded ia effectual for the purpose 
for whioh it is intended, viz : to 
create the lien, and that the lien ia now 
valid and «nl»lBting ; and ia eflFootual against 
the building and the lot 369, on which it ia 
erected, so for as the estate or interest of 
the defendants as ownera extends therein. 

And I give judgment for the nlaintifiF* ac- 
cordingly for the full amount with ooata.

Regarding the firo alarm, two 
boxea were pulled at one time for the second 
fire, and, if Mr. Rollin knew how long it 
took for the firemen to respond he' did not 
know where his little children slept on the 
night of the two firea. In reference bo tho 
liquors ; the proprietor told me that ho had 
one half barrel of rye whlakey, the other 
hirrela were empty. The empty barrels 
were five In number, and were varniehed ; 
tie rye whisl^er barrel was unvarnished ; 
and I oan state positively that the others 
were e-npty, beoanse I rolled them around 
before >he fire waa eitlogulBhed. The 
newspaper men received their reports from 
me. Who her the information ^iven them 
Is reliaolo I leave the public to j .dye. To 
my mind tho two firfs woro of an incendiary 
origin. Who tho perpetrator is Iknownot; 
but I can imagine tho fi-'nd ino»rnate ataod- 
ini^ In tho street, besotted with whiski-y, 
ubhing hia hands like the miser in Oliver 
Twist, while fellow hurmm beinMs were 
crawling on hands and knooa through 
broken glaaa and blinding tmoko to aavo tho 
dearest spot on earth, a neighbor'u homo. 
Again, as if disaatiBfied, ho repeats tho 
devilish work ; and again tho sanio men re 
turn to risk their livos amidat crashing tlm 
bera. Tho building atanda to day aa a proof 
of their work, and if any oarelesaness waa 
ahown it waa on the part of the firobug 
whose work waa of the ooaraesb kind.

AN ILL TIMBD JOKE. 

There is, as the Wlso Man says, " a time 
for all things," end the time to joke ia not 
when a reaolution of eerioua Import ia put to 
a pnbllo Dieeting by the Mayor of the oity. 
We are assured that the resolution deolar- 
iof; that it is desirable to deprive 
this Province of Bclfgovornment was 
regarded by the mooting last 
night as a capital joke, and that it was 
voted on amid roars of laaghter. We are 
lurprised that the Mayor did nob refute to 
pnt the resolution to the meeting; for it was 
uonvenod by him, not to pronounce upon the 
financial policy of the Government, or to 
dooide whether or not the iohftbitanta of this 
Province are capable of governing themselves, 
bat " for the purpose of diaoaaaing the 
Municipal Commlsaionera Bill now before 
the Legislature." This being the case, the 
Mayor should have quietly told the mover 
of the resolution that his motion was out of 
order, i>nd could not bo put to the meeting. 

Those who were present, and who saw the 
way in which the motion waa reoaived, can 
eatimate ita true value as an expreaaion of 
pnbllo opinion ; but people at a diatance, 
who are Ignorant of the olroumatances under 
which the motion was made and the vote 
taken, can hardly be expected to regard it 
as a atupid and ill-timed joke. 

A GOOD AN DID ATE. 

Those of our citizens who want to see an 
energetio, a capable and an experienced man 
of bnainess at the head of the -Corporation, 
will be glad to find that Mr. J. Keith-Wil- 
son is a candidate for the position of Mayor. 
Mr. Wilson's record as City Counoillor has 
been most creditable. He has spared 
neither time nor labor in the performance 
of bia pabllo datiea. He haa attended to 
the oil^'e baalneaaftaataldaooalyandaaaare- 
fnlly aa if it had been hia Own. He haa 
been a faithful and at the same time a very 
judicious administrator of the city's affairs. 

lb can be seen by hia card 
that he knowa what the oity re- 
quirea, and it ia well known that 
he has the Intelligenoe and the energy to 
carry to a anooeaafal iaane whatever he 
undertakes. If Mr. ,1. Keith- Wilson is 
elected Mayor, as we hope he will bo, the citi- 
zens may depend upon it that bo will use 
hia power to prevent the city 'a money being 
either frittered away by oiBcial careleasneaa 
and inoapaolty, or being grabbed by plaus- 
ible boodlers, let their poaition be what it 
may, Hia oxpcrienco as a backer will ho 
found most useful in the administration of 
the city's Snuncea, and his alertness and 
vigilance as a euccoseful business man will 
enable him not only to conduct the proceod- 
inga of the Connoil in an orderly andeflScieot 
manner, bat to tranaaot the oity'a baainess 
generally on sound and safe prinolplea, 
When Mr. Wilson's many qualifioationa for 
the office of Mayor are considered it aooma to 
UB the citizens should think thomsolvoa for- 
tunate in having such a man to vote for. It 
ia not often that a citizen of hia attainments 
and bis ability oan be prevailed npon to 
give the city the boneSt of his eervicea. 

AN on J HOT LESSON. 

The misl ineas of the utterances of the Lib- 
Liberal leaders with r"«i)oot to their trade pel- 
ley is beginning to bo looked upon with sua- 
piolonevenby moderate Liberals. Intelligent 
men among tbom are annoyed when they 
find themaelvea unable to comply with the 
demand of their opponents for aomething 
like a definite statement of the trade polioy 
of their party. It is dawning upon them 
that their loadora are vague and indefinite 
in their atatements beoause they have no 
rational polioy to ontllne. They are 
shrewd enough to see that the 
reply t hat, being in opposition, they 
are not required to state thei; policy 
dofinitoly — to " show their hand," as it is 
commonly expressed, may bo only an eva- 
sion to conceal the weakness of that 
band. 

No one, either Liberal or Coaaervative, 
ezpeota Mr. Lanrler, Mr. Divius or aoy 
othe leading Liberal logo into detail and to 
state what peroontago of duty they intend 
to Impose on this or that commodity, but It 
ia reasonable and fair to ask them for an 
ontline of the proposed poUoy soffiotently 
definite to enable impartial men to form 
•n Intelligenl! estimate of Its merlta. 



They are _ tired of hearing high- 
flown landatioBS of ifre« toade when they 
know that free trade, in any sense, ia not 

Intended— ia, In fact, not poaalble. The de- 
mand of the editor of the Frederloton 
Gleaner, which we pnbliahed, waa a reaaon- 
able demand and one whioh we are sore 
many aenaible Liberals feel Inolined to make. 

Xbe Halifax Herald in an article on thia 
anbjeot gives an ontline of the trade policy 
of the present Government as an oiample of 
what may fairly bo demanded of those 
Liberal loadora who wish to deal with the 
people openly and honestly. Here is the 
Herald's atatement : 

1. (ti). Free Irido In necessary food pro- 
ducts not raised In Canada ; 

1 (?)). Free trade in raw materials not 
produced in Canada, for inanufuoturiog ; 

1. (c). Free trade in manufnolured or 
partly manufactured articles such as are not 
made iu Canada, required for the develop- 
ment of the country or for mannfacturing 
purposes. 

2. Taxation for revenue purposes, chiefly 
lovled on luxuries, such as liquors, tobacco 
and other expensive goods used by tboso 
able to pay for such. 

Protection on agricultural and manu- 
factured produots B'j aa not to allow C<tn- 
ada'e homo market to be glutted by the sur- 
plus farm and Industrial products of the 
United States and other lands. 

4. Prohibition of a few objectionable 
articles, such as olemargarine and adulter- 
ated foods. 

There are no details in this statomont, yet 
it affords intelligent men sufiiolent data on 
which to form an opinion on the policy it 
purports to outline. 

What is to hinder the Liberals making a 
abatement similar to this of the chief features 
of the trade polioy that they propose to in- 
troduce ? Such a statement, if it were 
honest, would take from them the reproach of 
intentional deception to whioh they are now 
open. Every thinking man knowa that they 
do not propose to give the country free trade, 
yet in their epooohea and in their newspaper 
articles they ure continually expatiating on 
the advantages of free trade and on its 
superiority to a polioy of proteotion, If thia 
it not done to win the support of the ill-in- 
formed and the unwary on false pretences, 
what ia it done for 1 

There are lomo free tradera, woare tree to 
admit (but they are nob among the loading 
men of the Canadian Liberal party), who 
openly and fairly advccate free trade for 
thia eoantry, and who expreaa their willing* 
neaa to bear the burden of direct taxation 
which the eatabllahment of a free trade 
polioy must involve. But these genuine free 
traders have nothing in common with the 
Grit politioians who go about the country 
maiquerading as free traders, but who, if 
Ibey have any thoughts favoring free trade 
at !\ practical polioy, use the English lan- 
guage to hide them most succotafully. 

PERSONAL, NOT POUTIOAL. 

Mr. Dalton McCarthy appears to have an 
uneasy political oonsolencs. He is per- 
petually trying to justify bis desertion of 
the Conservative party, bub It ia evident 
that among those whom bia explanations do 
not aatiafy is himself. The other day at 
Pioton he told hia andienoe that the death 
of Sir John Thompson made no difference in 
his relations to the Conservative party. He 
said : 

" My opposition to Mackenzie Bowell's 
cabinet la on account of diffarences that ex- 
ist between the present adminlatration and 
myself, just aa these difierenoea existed be- 
tween the last adminlatration and myaelf. 
lb is not a quarrel of men but a quarrel of 
measures. It is nob because Sir John Tbomp- 
ton waa a Roman Catbolio that I had my 
opposition to him or bis government." 

Mr. McCarthy must think that the people 
of Ontario are very forgetful when he tells 
them with apparent eameatneaa that hia 
quarrel with the Conservative party ia not 
a quarrel of men bub a quarrel of meaaurea. 
Thoao in that provlncs and the other prov- 
inces of the Dominion who are acquainted 
with the doings of contemporary politioians 
know well that Mr. McCarthy's quar- 
irel with bis former political assoolatos 
ia a quarrel of men — or rather of one man, 
Mr. Dalton McCarthy. He has, unfortun- 
ately for himself, left the reaaons for hie de- 
feotion on record, and they are not reaaons 
of whioh any man of standing and ability is 
likely to bo proud. He has made lb plain 
that bia reaaons for leaving the body of 
which he had been long a leading man, wore 
personal and not political. Ho has shown 
that pique and mortification, and not con- 
viotlon, were the oanses of his deaertlon. 
Here ia the reason he gave hia own constitu- 
ents for abandoning his old political aagool- 
t'.loa : 

" lb ia not BO much," ho explained, '* a 
queation of policy that haa driven mo out of 
the ranks. It is the first time since I have 
been in pnbllo life that I have been ignored 
in the formation of a new Government. If 
I cannot be taken into the confidence of the 
counoils of my party, it ia time for me to 
assort my indopondenoo." 

It might bo supposed that, having as- 
sorted his indopondenoe on petty and 
private grounds, a man of Mr. McCarthy's 
standing and ability would have the aelf- 
reapecb to conceal the wonnd that his aelt 
love and hia pride had received, and look 
about him for plausible pretexts to justify 
his desertion. i3ut that gontleman is 
Tory far, indeed, from being morally 
a Spartan. He mado a fuss about 
the slight that had been pub upon him, and 
be deepened the Impreaaion that personal 
oonaideratlona were paramount with him in 
a letter whioh ho afterwards wrote to the 
President of the North SImcoo Couaervativo 
Aasoolalion about another affront be bad ro- 
oeived. In that letter he wrote s 

" I think I made It plain, at leaat I tried 
to do so, thab my reason for aoparating my- 
self trom the Mluiaterlal party was duo to 
the faob that I had boon attacked by the 
Govornmonb organ, the Empire, which 
attack I thought must have been 
inspired by the Administration, or 
if not 10 inspired had nob been denied or 
repudiated, and therefore t had no altema. 



tlve'bttt that of holding cho Qovernment re- 
iiponaible torit." 

From the abovewoflndthat Mr. McCarthy 
gave hia constituenta two reasona for de- 
serting bis party, both of them personal and 
both paltry. The Empire was so audacious 
aa to call him a " wobbler." This was| of 
oonrae, inexcusable In the Empire, but 'we 
feel quite satisfied that no man of principle 
would ooreidcrtho airrontaufEoIontto justify 
a etateamau of strong convictions in oppos- 
ing the party with whioh ho had long been 
associated, and whose polioy bo bad- helped 
to form. 

Mr. McCarthy diaoovered after a while 

that he was in a false position and be set 
about Qndiog reahona to justify the change 
ho hud made, less ridiculcus and more cooeis- 
tont with hia standing as a public man. Ho 
was, wo must say, unfortunate in bis choice. 
He chose to base his opposition to the Gov- 
ernment on subjects in which questions of 
raco and religion are Involved. He seemed 
to tbiiik that he could form a party on 
tho basis ho had chosen.

Ho sees now that the public 
man who tries to make political capital for 
himself out of the difTorcnces of raco and 
religion that exist among tho people o! this 
Dominion commits politioal euicido. At tho 
close of his address ho said : " My politi- 
oal life has been blighted, and if I had 
aspirations for a political future — and no 
man In political life should be without 
them — I havo to aoknowledge that my 
French-Canadian niaatora have conquered 
mo unloaa 1 got your support." Mr. Mc- 
Carthy takes a mistaken view of the cause 
of his failure. It la not his Frenoh-Cana' 
dian fellow-snbjeots who have blighted his 
political life, but his own overweenbg vanity 
and unbounded self-esteem.

A large number of the audienco were 
there evidently to have some fan and nearly 
overy speaker was interrupted. 

At 8 o'clock the Mayor took the chair, 
stating tbe object for which he had called 
tho meeting. He spoke against the bill, 
maintaining that it was a retrograde move- 
ment as the modern tendency was that legis- 
lation should be through the sovereign will 
of the people and not in favor of a claas. The 
present legislature was a nao body of men, 
no doubt, but he thought chat tbe municipal 
oounoils of ibis oity hid done work in the 
past that they need not fear to look baok 
upon. If men had axes to grind that was 
no excuse far the legislatnre to palm off a 
bad bargain on the olty. 

Aid. Dwyer was then called forward and 
offered the following I'ssolntiott : 

Whcroaa ihia public meetlog bas been 
called by tho Mayor for the purpose of dis- 
oussing tho municipal commissioners bill 
now pending In tbe legislatnre; 

And whereas the intention of this bill is 
to placo tho government of the muoloipali' 
ties in tho hands of commiasionera appointed 
by tho government ; 

And wbereaa under the proviaione of tho 
said bill the citizens will be diafranchiaod 
and thus prevented from exercising a voice 
In tho direction of tho allAlra of tho govern- 
ment cf tho oity ; 

And whoreaa tho tendency of tho bill la 
not only unsuitod to tho character of the 
age, but ia also inconsiatont with tbe spirit 
and Eontimont of progressive legislation, 
bcaidea being a deliberate blow at tbe free- 
dom of popular eleotions and a denial of the 
right of the people to appoint their own re- 
preaontativea : 

Be it therefore rcaolvod, that it is the 
emphatic opinion of this meeting that the 
measure will bo vastly injuriuua to tbe 
intereata of the community, an outrageous 
invaaion of the rights of oltizenabip, and, if 
permitted to paaa, cannot fail to lower the 
character of civic adminiatration and check 
both progroaa and development ; and be it 
alao reaolvod that this rcaolution be placed 
in the handa of the city's repreaentatives in 
the legislature 

The bill, Aid. Dwyer olatmed, was a 
deliberate attempt to deprive the citizens 
of having a voioe.in olvio affairs, while tbe 
commissioners when appointed would have 
the Mayor in their power, as they could out 
down his salary if he did not agree with 
them. If commissioners could govern a 
munloipality they oonld equally well man- 
age the business of the province. (Ltugh- 
ter. ) Aid. Dwyer went on to claim tbat 
the citizens wore opposed to the bill, his re- 
marks being interrupted by oalls of time be- 
fore he had reached his fifteen minutes 
limit. 

The Mayor then called for a seconder to 
the resolution, but for some time nobody 
reaponded, and it was only after a oonaider- 
able pause that Mr. A. Wilson camo for- 
ward and said he would second it. This he 
did In a speech of acme length, indulging in 
peraonal remarks most of tbtm with no bear- 
ing on the queation. 

Mr. Carey, who followed, said th^t he 
had oomo to the concluBlon that the bill was 
foreign to our institutions. Tho legislature 
w&a no moie than a municipal council. 
While tho city had done its financial work 
well the province had not, and he wanted to 
seethe Dominion government send un audi- 
tor to go through the accounts of the prov 
inco. The bill disfranchised fally one-fifth 
of the ratepayers and made positions for 
drummed out politicians. 

Hon. Mr. HIggins, in reference to remarks 
made by Mr. Wilson, said that, aa Speaker 
of the Provincial Legislature, he was not 
enpposed to have any voice on a bill while it 
waa before tho houao, but he would not sit 
still after the attack Mr. Wilson had made 
upon him. Ho had never been asked to ac- 
cept a oommisslonership, as had been stated, 
and if he were be would decline. A oom- 
miasioDir 'B tais city wculd be in a hell on 
earth. He would not say whether he was 
In favor of the bill or not, but, like the old 
hunter with the flintloek gun that miaaod 
tire, he would pick the flint and try the 
mayor and aldermen again. 

Aid. Keith Wilson oonaidercd tho bill one 
of tho moat gigantic humbugs ever brought 
before the people. It took away the fraO'

Mil KiTOllEN moved " That a seloot com- 
mittee oompoaed < f Messrs. Booth, Wulkom, 
Braden, Sword and the mover bo uppointcd 
to examine the returna brought down to 
this house In oonnoation with the Fraaer 
valley relief, with power to call for persons, 
books and pnpera, and to report to this 
bouee." Ho seated that ha wanted to get 
the name of each person who had aecured 
relief and ita amount. He did not think ib 
would be ne^oasary to call unyono except 
Mr. Towneend, the ohief distributor. 

Hon. Col 53aker osked the mover to 
oonaidor whether the result of such a com- 
mittee can possibly justify its expense. 

Hon. Mr Davie suggested that if the 
mover did nob wish to call for persons to 
attend before the committee, that part of hie 
resolution be. omitted. He might aay for 
his own part thab he wquld ooDsider it 
rather a matter for surprise if ib were found 
that in no individual ease wae greater relief 
aeonred tlian was deserved, as in the hurry 
mlatakcB were almost unavoidable. 

Mr. Snrord and Mr, Kitoben having

TtlllERCnUN. 

She qneationa of which Mr. Helmoken had 
given notice respeotiog the eifiaaoy and 
manner of appUcattOb of tbe tuberonlin test, 
were laid over, after be bad stated that be 
wishf d this information in view ft uom- 
mission of itquiry recently institated b; 
the loipcrial government ; and HoU. Mr. 
Turner bad asked for further time to look 
into the matter. 

PRIVATE HILLS. 

The Harrison Hot Springs exclusion bill 
was read a third time and passed, 

Mb. Cottok moved the seoond reading 
of the North Vanooaver eleetrio company's 
bill, asking for an estenstoQ of time for the 
>i s motion of the enterprtis ; the condition 
of North Vancouver, and the general de- 
preauloD, having made ib inadviaable to pro- 
ceed with tbe work aa at first Intended. 
Read a seoood time. 

Mb Hcme moved tbe second reading of 
the Columbia and Kootonay railway bill. 
Agreed to. 

NANAI.MO WATERWORKS. 

The honse went into committee of the 
whole on the bill to amend the Nanalmo 
waterworks company's act, Mr. Bryden in 
the chair. 

The bill is to give the company authority 
to take ita supply of water higher up the 
river than it baa power to do at present— at 
a point one mile above Stark's falls, wbioh 
will allow higher pressure to be available. 

Mb FoRSTEB moved as an amendment : — 
" The powera and privileges conferred by 
thta act, and the provisions hereof, are 
hereby declared to be granttd subject to 
the rights of the orown, and also subject to 
any futnie let;islation 'regaiding the subject 
matter of this aot, or ot the powera and 
privileges hereby conferred which tbe legia- 
ture may aeo fit to adopt ; and thia act is 
pasaed upon the expreaa condition that the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council may from 
timo to time iiiipoae and reserve to tha 
crown, in right of tlio province, such ronta, 
royalties, toils and charges in reapoot of the 
watera, or of the lands of the crown (if any), 
rights and privilegen, which shall bo sot out, 
app[0jriat=(', or enjoyed by the company, or 
are conferren by ttiia act, as by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor in council shall bo detmcd 
to bo juat and proper ; and may likowito 
m ko and paaH tuoh regulatioDB and lulea as 
may bo deemed nucoHaary and advi8.ible tor 
the collection and ei.forcenient of such rente, 
royalties, tnlU and charges, or any of them, 
but Bo that a ' increuBO in the amount of any 
Buoh rents, niyaltiea, etc., fixed by any Buch 
order in council, shall be made within the 
space of five years f;om the passege of tho 
order in council fixing the aamn." 
The mcver said tbe people of N*naimo have 
now a bill before tbe house asking for power 
to construct their own waterworks and to 
take water froih the same river as thia com- 
pany propose to oonnecb with, though they 
do not aae it now. This action on tbe part 
of the corporation, be held, la an evidence 
that tbe company iS nob giving satisfaction, 
and that thirefore it is not dcaerving of any 
special consideration. 

Mn Booth spoke in support of tho bill aa 
it stood. 

Dii, Wai.ki'm alao vigorously supported 
tho measure, and opposed the amoutirnont, 
which ho considered would bo an UDjast in- 
torforonco with iho company's rij;;htu. 

Mil, McfiuKcoK expressed hiniaolf oa not 
so warm a supporUr of tho waterworks 
company, and upolio in jualificalion of the 
action of tho corporation of Nanaimo iu 
seeking to make tho city independent of tho 
compiny. Tho corporation had made an 
attempt to purchafo tho stock of tho com- 
pany, but not more than one third was 
cH'orcd, and that at a very high figure. Ho 
thought tho water company have not given 
due consideration to tho interests ot tho 
people, an cvidenoo of which is that tho in- 
Buronoo companies have had to forco tbe 
provision of higher proaauro by a cancella- 
tion of their puliciea. 

Ho.v. Mr Davie reviewed the circum- 
atancen which may be referred to na tho 
ground for tbe provisions embodied in Mr, 
Forster'a amendment. In view, he said, of 
tbe many franohiaea Bought for tho purpose 
of diverting snd using water, in 
1S92 it waa deemed in the iutoreat 
ot tho perple that the legislature should re- 
quire aome return for what might bo looked 
upon Inthecoarfutureaa avAluableprivilege, 
vand should take preoautlona for the parpoae 
of securing a revenue oommensurate with 
the priviUges granted. Thia company so- 
onred authority by ita aot In 1885 to take 
water from Stark'a falla. Tho next year 
tho act was amended, and tho legielaturo 
imposed a now condition, aa ".vas shown in 
tho third clause, which bound tho company 
not to employ any Chinamen. Ho oonsid- 
crod that tho principle which was recog- 
nized by tho bouao in inserting thia olauae 
some years ago ia the same aa that whiob 
iroald juatlfy the honae In enaotlog the pre- 



sent clause. The company now want greater 
power of gravity ; they want to got further 
up Iho rivt-r. Tho liouao in passing tho pro- 
posed nniendmoot, imposing tho liability 
provided for, will be imposing it with rerpcct 
to 'ho furl her rijihte which thoy Biiek to ac- 
quire. Ho could not boo why thia principle 
anouid no» apply to this bill. Ha would 
vjto fjr tho Insertion of this clause, as he 
d d not oonaider that it would roault in any 
lojuatioo to the Nanaimo waterworks com- 
pany. Ho oonaidered rather that ita 
adoption by the house would be 
of great benffit to the company, 
Tho opinion cxpretsed by the courts of laie 
ia that the right of expfopriation oxiata to a 
Tery great extent. When auy conoern is 
expropriated, in eatimating the value of it 
no allowancn ia mada for franchise rights, 
the value of the ooDO^rn beiog estimated 
upon tbe oonatruotlon value of tbe aotual 
worka. Ib mnab nob be supposed lor a 
moment thab the government is going to 
make or aak aanotion for any attack upon the 
rights of property, and it must be assumed 
that thegoveromenb, whoever may compose 
i', will continue to have regard for euoh 
rights. But such a clause as that now pro- 
poatd will otihanco tho vi^luo of tha com 
piny's francblee, making it manifest to all 
cancornod that they have seoured it upon 
fair and iqultable terms. The position is, 
they have a francbiae out of which thoy are 
making a profit, and thia olaueo provides 
that some return ahall bo made to tho gov- 
ernment, for tho people, conimenaurato with 
the profi', arising from tho undertaking. 

Mk liti.NTi R said ho hoped that if n 
clauao of thia nature is to bo inserted it 
will bo made to apply only to such privilopea 
aa ar» to 1)0 riowly granted, and will not bo 
appHcahlo to privileges which the company 
already enjoy. 

Afior muoh further diacuaaion, Mr. Sworil 
raised tho point, that the whole bill is out of 
Older, as dealing witii crown rights with- 
out iho assent of tho crown having tirat been 
obtained. Ttio Chairman wished to rofer 
this point to thn Speaker for decision, and 
thu ypoaker taking it into consideration un- 
til to-morrow the committee rose and re- 
p.orted progreaa. 

BeLI-A COOLA COLOKV. 

Hon, Col. Baker said ho wiihed to take 
this opportunity to inform the houao of a 
letter received this afternoon from tho sur- 
veyor in oiargo of the Norwegian colony re- 
cently established at Bella Coola. Out of 
S3 heads of fumilies who went in there a 
fsw months ago, as already known ton 
have returned, bub four of these informed 
him sa they passed through Victoria that 
thoy iniend to oomo baok from Dakota in 
the spring. The letter mentioned MMmcA 
him that out of tho 73 who remained at 
Bella Coola, \\ hnvfl token up thoir lands 
and eigoed tho agreemont, and tho remain- 
ing 20 are busily engaged in Bolectiog thoir 
locattona. Tho 4-i who have choaen their 
lands uro now occupied in putting up their 
housrs, and they are exceedingly pleased 
with Iho land. (Applauae.) It having been 
aiid that the climate of BolU Coola ia rot 
what it ought to be, ho had great pleasure' 
in reading tho report made to him on tho 
state of the weather. A record having been 
carefully kept from tbe 1st of November to 
tie 13-h of December, the result showed a 
t ital of 26 days, out of the 43, altogether fine 
— " splendid," aa they are described; six 
days " half fine "; and only 11 days of wet. 
(Hear, hear. ) It would bo highly satisfac- 
tory to the house, ho was sure, to find that 
these settlers are well pleased and are get- 
ting on so well. Ho might mention that one 
Norwegian who had been aetbled in tho 
valley for some time previously to the ad- 
vent of the colony now aaka leave to como 
Into It, (Applause.) 

I'ROVINOIAL loan. 

Mr Sword continued his remarks on 
the motion for the second reading of the 
loan bill. He criticised tbe computations 
of the Finance Minister, aa reported in tho 
C0LONI8T, with reapect to the capitalization 
of the annual paymenta by the Dominion 
and putting down the large amonnb thus ar- 
rived at aa an aaaeb of the province. Ho 
wondered that the Minister did not as a 
matter of privilege riae to-day and repudiate 
tho report. He expressed regret that tho 
government has not seen fit to cut down 
tbe expenses of the several departments. In 
the way of salaries cspoolally, and he 
pointed to tho appropriation for a govern- 
ment agent at London as one which might 
well bo cut off altogether. In referorcb to 
tho remark of the Flnenco il'nister with 
respect to the mining development, that tho 
mines worked upon their present large scale 
" will not only pay but pay handsomely in 
good wages to tho employes as well as profit 
to the investors," he thought this a fit op- 
poituni y to call ibo attention of tho houso 
to the manner in which tho anti-Chiicso 
resolution passed in a former scrisioii has 
been carried out in the Icaaoa, Ho would 
vote against tho second reading. 

Mr. Prkntici! had no doubt the bill 
would be pt'ieed, and that -anylh'ng ho could 
aiy would not have ony effect, but lio pro- 
ceeded to tell why he had lost contidonco .'a 
tho government, which therefore ho did not 
think should bo entiualcd with the amount 
of the proposed loan, Hav'og spoken to 
that effect for about ten minuses, ho ro- 
niaikid ut 5:25 that as G o'olook was near at 
band he would move the adjournment of 
tho debate. 

Hon. Mb Davie could see no reason why 
the hon, gentleman should not continue his 
remarks, if indeed he could find anything to 
Bay against tbe bill. (Hear, hoar ) 
It must have struck the house an 
very pcc-iliar that the oppoaltion finance 
miniator — tho gentleman who aspires, 
according to report, to occupy tho place of 
tho present Miniator — should have essayed 
to critioleo tho loan bill and tho compro- 
hensivo statemeul made !n proaonting it, 
and have como lo euoh a sudden and Igno- 
minious end, (Laughter ) If there ia any 
good argument which can bo urged against 
iho mouaure, it did appear strange that tho 
hnii. gentleman should so soon como to a 
full atop, and bo compoUod to aak for fur- 
ther timo to diaoover some ground for ob- 
jection. IIo folt disposed to give tho hon, 
gentleman aomo uBsiatanoo under tho cir- 
cumotancoa (laughter) — to give him a 
point.er about aomothing which ho had ovi 
dently quite overlooked, and whiob ho ought 
to boar in mind when, In oaao tho house 
should consont to the adjournment, ho next 
roBo to speak on the anbject. Ho would in- 
form tho hoD. gentleman — 

Mr Pbbntiob roae to a point of ordor, 
protesting that the Attorney-General was 
not Qonfining hlmaelf to the motion for ud- 
jaurnmont. 

Bon, Mk. Davib ezpreaaed regret if ho 
had strayed beyond the matter before tho 
house (laughter), but thought thab he would 
bo quite In order In imparting to the hon. 
gentleman tbe Information to whioh he had 
alluded 

Mb. Fbentiob again rose to hia point of 
order. 

Hon. Mr. Davie oontinned that Ib would 
bo quite In order, he aupposad, for him to 
remark thab there was half an hour atill left 
before six o'olook, and he did not see why 
tho debate should nob bo proceeded with. 
He further rallied the opposition oritio on 
his collapse. 

Mr. Hunter said ho thought that at all 
events the hon. member (Mr, Prentice) 
should have finlahed his aentenoe before 
breaking off with a motion for adjonmment. 



He for one would be batter sxtisfic-d if that 
seni.riicH wei tjtiiahTid. (Laughter.) 

Mk I'kk.stice abked it tho hon. member 
(Mr Huutui) could tell him what the aen- 

Mr HUiNTKR— Cjrtdnly ; I have it down 
here. The hon. gentleman waa apaakinff of 
oapitRl-zing tho debta of tho province, and 
ha said, " for — for — for — for," and then 
g'anccd apprutiprisively at the olook and 
moved tho u j umniont. (Great laughter ) 

'I'he motion for the adjouroment of thu 
debate was put and lost on division. 

Mr Prentice then proceeded with his 
romai ka. He doolared that tho debt of tho 
pruvinoQ is aooumulaticg with alarming 
rapidity, and that ihoro is every reason lo 
be ieve that it will be materially inorensed 
in the next few years. Ho said thia because 
the oiloulatlona of the Fioance Minister 
have been in tho past eo wide of tbe mark, 
for Bbveral yeara tho expenditure having 
largely exceeded tbe estimate, and the 
revenue eaoh year having been correspond- 
ingly teaa than the expectations of the Min- 
ister B8 expressed lo tho house. Ho had 
nothing further to say (hoar, hoai). except! 
that having no conQdniico iu the tinaoclal 
policy ot the government he would oppose 
the bill. 

Hon, Mr Davie remarked upon tho ad- 
misaion of tho hon. member that ho had 
nothing further to say, aa a justification of 
tho rofuaal of tho house a few momouta ago 
to acjourn tho debate as rec|ueated. Ho 
(Mr. Prontioi ) had, howover, in his bnof re 
marks madn a atatetnent greatly at varianoo 
with tho fac'a when ho said that every year 
for a long timo past tho rovenuo haa fallen 
short of tho estimate of it niado by 
b'luanuo Miniator, That hon. gentleman U 
not only aatray, but if he is aiucoro in hia 
remarks ho muat have a very ehort memory 
indeed. Not long ago ho (Mr. D.»vio) mot 
tho hon. gentleman on tho Cariboo 
road — at tho 150 Mile house, and 
ho then naid that ho wos a aupportor 
of tho government. That waa lesa than two 
ycara a^o. If he (Mr. Prentice) was then 
awaro that the finances of the oountiy were 
ao badly managed, how was it that bo do 
olurod hlmaelf a supporter of tho govern 
ment, and what has led him to change hia 
opinion ? It must bo something which has 
happened between that time and the pres 
ent. So far from tho ostimatos of revenue 
having been for several years in excess of 
receipts, the reverse has been the case until 
the altogether exceptional year whioh has 
just como to a dose. He had not had time 
to look up the figares, bub he had beside 
him tho Speeobea from the Throne delivered 
at the opening of eaoh scasjoa, That do- 
jiverod in -JunUary 1804, flolltalbcti Ihe !oi- 
iowiug : " Although tho past year has been 
one of great commurolaf depression through- 
out tbe world, tho tovenuo of tho province 
has closely approximated tho estimate, not- 
withstanding the diversion of conaidorablo 
Buma to newly formed municipalitios " 
There was no oonsidorablo falling off 
upon that occasion, as alleged, it 
would be remarked. Ho had intoudud to 
read from other sp'^eches, but there had juat 
bean put Into his bands tho figures applic- 
able to the case, from which it appeared 
that the revenue as estimated and as actu- 
ally received has been as follows :

It would be seen from those £_

LiBOK COMMISSION REPORT. 

CompnlBory Jolut Iiiqulrv luto Disputes Eo- 
coumienclfd Wllliout Euforco- 
[alile Awards. 

A report of the " ConimlBslon of Labor 
Inquiry, Bourd of Conciliation and Arbitru 
tlon," by Alex. B. Gray, chairman, liaa been 
presented to the legislature by Hon. Col. 
Baiter. This containa aomo intereatiug pao 
sages, including the following : — 

" ThB bucceBBful issue arising from the 
proviiiciiil bourd of conciliation iu the caao 
of llie Btono outtora' strike during tlio past 
summer gives the Icgiolaturo oiuao for con- 
gratulation upon having passed the labor 
cinoiliation and arbitration act of lust sea 
aion ; but fortuitous aa was the outcomo of 
the aaid strike, the intervention of the 
board of conciliation was wpU nl[;h frus- 
trated through the diliiculty experienced in 
persuading the disputants to name concilia 
tors. And in the caao of the reo nt alriko of 
the employes of a sawmill at Vancouver, 
the piotrerod services of the board of con- 
ciliation and arbitration were not availed of 
on account of one of the parties to the dis- 
pute having refused to name oonoiliators. 

" It is a noticeable feature in the experi- 
ence of the commieaioD, aa ahowing the 
moderateness of the views of the employes 
reporting, uud their accord with the views 
of the most oarefui students of thn labor 
'qnestioD, that only one per cent, of those 
represented by the reports submitted advo- 
cate arbitration with oompulaory awards as 
the solution of strikes and lock-outs, while 
the almost unanimous expresaioQ is in favor 
of a compulsory bringing together, by ooun- 
•oila of coaoiliation and arbitration, in order 
that qnesliions in dispute may be ventilated, 
bnb wii hoiiti enforoeable awards. 

"It Way perhaps be deemed advisable 
that the legislature should oirry out into 
e&iecb the very f^eoerai Buggestiona iimdo to 
the oommission, and enact legiulutinn in the 
direction of ensuring a oompulaory bringioc 
together lor elioltlng evidenoe, with the 
view of settlement of dlspnte, either by 
amicab'e arrangement or throngh force of 
public opinion. 

" Concurrent with the inqairies of the 
provincial labor oooimlaaion an exhaustive 
investigation arising from the recent striked 
ot Pullman and elsewhere (the most 
extensive in the annals of trade dis- 
puted) was instituted by the govern- 
ment of the United States ; and as 
the mattera treated upon by the United 
States cimmisaion ore germane to those of 
the Provincial inquiry, tho following ex- 
cerpt is given from the United States com- 
mission report, which has recently been sub- 
mitted : — 

" ' The commission suggests tho consider- 
ation by the States of the adoption of some 
system of conciliation and arbitration like 
that in use in the Commonwealth of Massa- 
ohuBBttB. Tint system might be enforced 
by additional provisionn giving tho board of 
arbitration more power to investigs.to oil 
Strikes, whether requested to do so or not.' "

Heavy Expendltiires for Sealing OntDts-Flsli 
for Local and Foreign Uarkets— Eggs 
Reduced In Price. 

During the laab ten days there has been a 
iieavy demand for proviaicms, principally by 
sealers leaving port. It is roughly calcula- 
ted that the fleet of eleven vessels which 
liave just sailed on a cruise of nine months 
liave expended at least $25,000 to provision 
them. Yesterday a consignment of three 
and a bM car loads of fish arrived from tlie 
Northern halibnt fishing gronnds and from 
here it was forwarded to the Eastern mar- 
kets, the half car load being icept, however, 
to supply local demands. Q?here hae been 
no change in the grain or Boar market this 
week. Another lOO-ton shipment of flour 
was sent to Japan by the Victoria mill on 
the last Oriental steamer, but, opart from 
this, trade was principally conSned to the 
city. la the dairy line egga have dropped 
from five to ten cents but other products 
are selling at former quotations. Brant 
have dropped about 25 cents each. Rhu- 
barb is the only new gasden product iu 
stock. It id of home growth and 
is selling at 15 cents per pound.

JAPANESE EARTHQUAKES. 

Over Five Thousand Honses Deatroyed and 
Close on Elt;Ut Hundred Lives Lust. 

150HT0.V, Jai. B — Tho recent earthquake 
which visited tho Yamagata Prefecture of 
Japan waa eapeoially severe at Saltata. A 
letter from the Rev, Horatio B. Newall, 
aent to the American board of foreign mla 
siona, dated Niigato, November 7, gives 
further details of tho disaster. Hu says : 
" Silsata was a very proporoua city o( about 
25,000 or more imd ihu centre of a largo rico 
export trade. It waa famous as t lie home of 
probably tho wealthiest man in Japsn, Mr. 
Homma. He had hero f jrty-nine tire-proof 
warehou8(a, stored full of rice, and forty- 
eight were first thrown down, then burned, 
entailing a loss of about $.'(00, 000 in produce 
alone, aside from tho buildings. Tho real 
losses ore those where tho ordinary people 
lost their houses, clothes, implements of 
work— everything. Of these there are 
many thouaand*, and with winter already 
setting in it la a dreary proapeot for tho 
most of them.'' The retnrna ao far give tho 
number killed as 738, wounded 904, houaea 
deatroyed 5,382.

BOUMDAKY MINES. ^ 

What Is Belngr Done to Develop the 
Mineral Besonrces in South 
Yale. 



Rich lu Silver, Gold and Copper— 
Already Their Output is Con- 
siderable. 

Mr. J. &. Coryell, C.E., who is juatdown 
from Kettle river, gives some interesting 
particttUra of the mining development in 
that part cf the ooantry whloh go to abow 
that the district will aoon bcome one of the 
liveliest produoera of the preoioas .metals In 
the province. 

At Fairview, the Morning Star mine, 
owned by McEaohipn & Mangott, is running 
night and day. The ore ia free milling, and 
17 tons are run through a tan*8tamp mill 
every 24 honra. For the past five weeks tho 
results havo been S3S0 a day in gold. The 
vein ia 12 feet tbiok and averagoa all 
through $16]* ton A few Oays ago a rich 
pocket was aCruok resulting in one day'a 
run of $1,000. The ore only ooa:e $L a ton 
to mine and deliver at tho mill. The 
Stratbern company has been doing a conaid- 
erablo amount of prospecting on their group 
cf minea at Fairview and has suspended 
work till Spring. Tho proepcota on tho 
Brown Bear and other niinea owned by lha 
company are (iecidodly good. 

Ac Cump McKinnoy thu Cariboo Mining 
Co. Btartiid uyi a Lon atamii mill last fall and 
now ilioy are BhippiD;» bot^weon Sl'J.UOO and 
S14 000 in gold birs every month, boaidee 
afiidiiigoui concent ratea. Thoro are some 
ihirty men e^nployed on thia claim, which 
lic'H aiongoidii tho .Amelia, un the Banio vein. 
A 90.foot shaft ia being aunk to tap tho tun- 
nel on tho Caribou, tlic iiitontion being to 
drift along the vein into tho Amelia. Very 
rioh ore has been struck in the tunnel, eomo 
of the samples fairly glistening with par- 
ticles of gold, somo small ({uantiiica of which 
assay as high as $30,000 and $10,000 to tho 
ton. The same company have purchased 
tho lease of the Laura, a hydraulio claim at 
Bock creek, fifteen miles from Camp Mo- 
Kinney, and will go lo woik on it in tho 
spring, putting in a stronger plant. 

Seven miles from tho mouth of Rook 
crock towarda Midway, five claims are be- 
ing developed by Texas capital. They run 
Id ooppar, gold and ailver. Then on Bound- 
ary oreek fiVa miles abovo midway two mill 
aitea have been looated by Montana men 
who intend putting up a atamp'mtll in tho 
spring partly to developo some of their own 
claims. They will alao do ouatom work for 
other minoa. Within a radius of ten milea 
of Boundary Falla, aa the place ia called, 
there are ton mining campi in operation. 
At one of these, Chlorido Cimp, the Skylark 
owned by Douglaa Atlwood & Co., is down 
100 feet with Sbvoral drifts boaides. Oa tho 
50 foot level tho vein Is three feet wide and 
runa as high a» 000 ounces in sllvar. There 
ia a largo quantity of ore in sight. Mag- 
nificent speoimona of ore fairly blister- 
ed over with silver have been 
found. Tho shipment of ore will 
bfgin in the sprlug from this mine. Tho 
D. A. mine in the aame camp has a three 
inch vein in granite, the ore running over 
SlOO a ton. It is being shipped to Tacoma. 
Wellington, Smiths, Summit, Whites, 
Copper and other camps are all doing "con- 
siderable work in this district. Ono great 
drawback the people aay they have to con- 
tend against is the high freights on the C. 
P. R. from Pentloton. For this reason tho 
trade is going south to Spokane, The trade 
ia now worth $100,000 a year to Spokane 
Falls and it will oontlnae going there till 
better inducements are given to keep the 
trade it Canada.

SENT TO THE ASSIZES. 

Uatt Hadson Formally Committed From the 
Police Court on the Charge of Arson. 

Matt. Madson waa committed for triii.1 
from the oity police court yesterday on the 
charge of setting firo to the homo of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. K. Smith. The ovidenoa waa 
chiefly in regard to the throats made by tho 
accused, and the arrest. On the opening of 
the second day's hearing Mrs. .Smith return- 
ad to the witness box. Sho deacribed tho 
contents of tho woodshod — wood, coal and 
cottl-oil in tins— and proceeded, 

" Tho ac-:u8ed opened tho door without 
knocking— niany times. Ho has two keys of 
mine whioh I lost one day. I found the ono 
in his poesesainn ; he never oll'ored to return 
them. Tho only time tho nccuaed slept at 
my house was one night when he waa very 
drunk. On that occasion ho slept in the 
woodshed. Tlio acouaul amo to tho window 
tie week boloro my marriage and told Mr. 
Smith that he'd fix him. Ttio next day he 
said tu mo that he had called Smith out and 
would have killed him if he had come out, 
as ho had a stono in hia hand." 

Sergeant Hiwton and Constable Kav- 
anagh narrated thu ciroumatanccs of tho 
arrest, tho sergeant telling how ho knocked 
throe or four times at the door- After wait- 
ing three or flvo minutes the aooaaed came 
to the door and admitted the ollioera. 
When be was placed undor arrest and the 
charge explained' to him, he aaked : " Is 
Mrs. Smith's house burned t " He was told 
that it waa, and remarked, " la that so ? " 
I he bed in aoouaed's room had tho appoar- 
itfice of having been slept in, and nn clothes 
were fouod that were not dry. Oje wot 
p»ir of boots wore found and ono dry pair. 
Accuaed said that he had not worn the wet 
pair since the day before, having then got 
hia foot wot and thrown tho boots under tho 
bed to dry. Aa there was no lire in the 
house they dried slowly. 

Frederick Larson gave ovidonco of a oon- 
vcraation that took place in hIa house eomo- 
cimo proviouB to last July when Mrs. 
Hunter (now Mrs. Smith) and tho aocuood 
wero both present, Mrs. Hunter said that 
sho was going to get married, and Madaon 
replied that if sho married any other man 
(but himself) he wouldn't live long in that 
houao. 

" In August," continued tho witnosa Lar- 
son, " tho accused came to my house, whioh 
I rented from him, and demanded rent. I 
ordered him out of my yard, and ho said 
' I'll fix you ono of theao days.' " 

Guorgo Frank Waite and Samuel Levy 
gave important teatimony, and Mr. P. S. 
Ijampman, who appeared for the aoouaed, 
addreased the Bcouaed briefly In asking that 
the information be diamlaaed. Thoro was, 
he argued, no direct evidonoo against his 
olient— in fact, no evidence against him save 
that of the allegsd threats, whioh were very 
vague. 

In ' oommtttiag the aiooaaeil for trial, 
Magistrate Macrae remirked that direct evi- 
dence was not often available In Incendiary 

oases — it was seldom, indeed, that tho act 
of the inoocdiary was witnessed. 

Madson was last evening removed to tho 
provincial jail, where he will await hia trial 
at tho April aaalzos.

The Ttoasurer pre- 
sented hia usual monthly statement, the 
aooonnts for Deoember totalling $1,4.15.61. 
These were ordered to be paid. 

It waa pointed out In passing that in- 
cluded in this fxpondituro was an item of 
$,") for tho burial of a pauper patient. 

Mr, Hay ward in this conniction informed 
the board that ho had Instructed the steward 
to In future report lo the oity council im- 
mediately ahculd any such deathe oooar. 
This aocion was approved by tho board. 

The number nf piitionta treated during 
Deoember was rflioially reported oa follows : 
In hoapital at December 1, 42 ; received, 24; 
total treated, GO ; discharged, 20 ; died, 2 ; 
remaining in hospital, 44. 

Mr, J. S. Yates directed the attention of 
the board to iha fact that of the present in- 
mates of the hospitals five among those 
clasacd " convalescent " should properly be 
inmatea of the Old Men'a Home ; throe 
othora are more in need of aaylum treatment 
than hospital oare. 

This matter will reoeive the early atten- 
tion of tho committee to whom the board 
delegated power to act. 

Mr. Yates also informed the board that a 
supply of aoti-tozine had been ordered and 
would soon be available for the use of tho 
hospital ; whioh it was aimed to keep thor- 
oughly up to the times.

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

New Competitor for California Trade— Sup- 
posed Wreckage of Steamer " Uont- 
seirat"— Material Identlfled. 

A piece of wreckage suppoacd to have 
oomo from the steimor Montocrrat waa 
found off Capo Flattery last Saturday after- 
noon. Tho tug Pioneer, Capt. Thomaa 
Neiiaen, of Fort Townsend, nineteen miles 
southwest of Tatoosh island picked up a 
wooden stanchion whioh was subsequently 
identified by several steamboatmen »a boing 
an exact reaemblance of tho stanchions of 
the mlising oolllar. The timber is about 
six feet long and five inchea in dametor, 
painted black at both ends and white in the 
centre. It Is supposed to have been one of 
the main deck stanchions, whloh supported 
the skids cn whioh a lifeboat rested. The 
Pioneer took tho timber to Port Angelei, 
whero a number of mariners who had 
frequently been on board of tho Montserrat 
dsclared It to have oome from the ill-fated 
vessel. Capt, Cbarlea Kalstrom, of the 
ateamer Garland, pl>ing on the Neah bay 
route, aaw it, and ia poaitivetbat it belonged 
to the Montserrat. He said that he bad 
frequently noticed the peouliar manner in 
which similar timlMra on that vessel were 
painted and their size, all of whloh tallied 
with the Montserrat'a skid supporters. 
Capt. Nielson and his officers, who have 
often been on board that Teasel, yesterday 
at Port Angeles said that they firmly be- 
lieved that it belonged to the ex-blaokblrd- 
Ing ateamer.

ALL IN ONE DAY. 

,Ioha Martin Is Said to Itiive Coniiultted Theft 
aud Burglary and AtlciuiUed 
Highway llobhery. 

John Martin, who although still a young 
man claims to be one of the veborana of the 
sealing fleet, was yesterday committed for 
trial at the next court of competent juris- 
diction, the preliminary hearing being be- 
fore Magistrate Maorae, In the oity police 
court. Tho charge against Martin waa one 
of theft, and the caae was complete and con- 
olusive. Sergeant Levin aaw Martin during 
Tuesday night loitering about the atreeta 
with apparently no legitimate bnalness in 
hand. He decided to keep an eye on him, 
and also posted Sergeant Hawton as to hia 
suspicions. During the night Mr. T. W. 
Pierre's establishment, on Douglas street, 
was entered, the glass in the front door be- 
ing brokeh^ont, and Martin waa seen to i-un 
down the street with a bulky parcel under 
hia arm.

Pierre. Sergeant Levin ovartook the 
escaping crook and locked him up. In the 
polioe court Mr. Pierre poaltively identiSed 
hia property ; Mr, Chapman testified to aoe- 
ing Martin come out of Mr. Pierre's eatab- 
llsbment ; the polico told tboir story ; and 
Mortin had " nuthin' to say," 

It now appears that Martin on Tuesday 
also help°d himself to a pair of boots from 
A, B. Erakine's establishment. He was 
caught red-handed, but on giving up the 
shoes was allowed to go. Ho is also be- 
lieved to be the man who attempted high- 
way robbery on Burdette/ avenue, near 
Bishop'soloae, Tuesday evening. This will bo 
carefully looked into this morning. 

The intended victim of the highway rob- 
bery waa Miss Anderson, a nurse at the 
Royal Jubilee hospital. Sho had been down 
tewn making some purchases and was on 
her way home by way of Fort atroot, near 
Douglas, when she made tho unpleasant dis- 
covery that she was being followed. Her 
pursuer was a young man, roughly dressed, 
whom aho thinks sho will bo able to recog- 
nize. Instluotively sho put her purse, which 
she had been osriying in her band, into hor 
pocket, and quickened her steps. The man 
behind made no attempt to interfere with 
hiar until she was within a block or so of her 
home. Then he Pushed up and seizing hor 
by both arms from behind, presaed her with 
aomo force against the fenco. 

At the first touch, Misa Anderson 
Boreamed, and the highwayman ordered her 
to " shut up," Tho next Instant getting 
one hand free tho lady gave battle with her 
parasol, breaking that dainty article over her 
assailant's h( ad. Forturately hor eoroam wja 
heard and alarmed by tho approach of a 
man tho would-be-robber docamped.
